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WHATHBER OF THE WEEK sole De May ae 1953 


In most of the northern one-third of ‘the Goan prety: light to mod- 
erate to occasionally heavy showers generally totaled over an inch for 
the week, except less:than.1/2 inch im the New York-New England area. 
Light to moderate showers also fell over most of the Southeast at the 
beginning of the period, but only very light amounts were received ~ 

.. during. the week in the lower Mississippi Valley and centrai Great 
Plains, and little or none in the lower Great Plains and Southwest. *" 
Some snowfall occurred in western Wyoming early in the week. Severe 
thunderstorms occurred in the upper Mississippi Valley on the 20th: 

and 24th and 25th, Minor wind and hail damage occurred in Indiana 
and. Iowa, and onthe 2ist a tornado killed a number of persons and 
caused considerable damage at Fort Huron; ‘Mich. Hail damaged . 
some fruit and row crops in southwestern Idaho on the 22d, and caused 
damage.in scattered sections of North Carolina at the beginning of the 
week... .The rains in northern areas maintained adequate soil moisture 
in the northern Great Plains, improved soil moisture and greatly:’ 
benefitted grains and ranges in the Northwest, but delayed field activities 
and maintained excessive soil moisture in Fennsyivania, The-light 
rainfall.with much sunshine in New York and New England was favorable 
for soil drying and field activities, Due mostly to heavy rains of © 
previous weeks farm work is still more than a week behind selene 

in. Indiana, Kentucky, Tennessee, and Arkansas. In Louisiana floods 
have receded from the central portion of the State, but have spread 
over the southwestern portion. Hstimates of flood losses in this State 
have now been, piaeed at 100, 000, £00 dollars. : 


In the lower Grent Piesag and Soutnncee dry, hot, windy weather 
further depleted soil moisture, Subsoil moisture is seriously short in 
western Cklahoma, and grain prospects in the Texas Panhandle are 
.tkeported to be almost hopeless. In the Southwest ranges are dry, 

and stock water is getting low in many sections, , 


Below-normal temperatures prevailed ‘in northern districts westward 
from the Great Lakes and in most of the far West, with frost and 
freezing occurring in some extreme north-central areas and over large 
areas of the far West. The. cool weather retarded crop ‘growth, and 
frost or freezing caused light damage in Idaho, North Dakota, Wisconsin, 
and Michigan, The entire week was unseasonably warm in southern areas 
east of the Rocky Mountains, with steadily rising temperatures reaching 
mid-summer levels about the middle of the period. Record maximum 
temperatures for so early in the season occurred at several stations 

in Texas and also in the Southeast. (Summary Supplied by U. S. Weather
